The worst damage is in the House 
of Commons chamber itself, There 
is no roof, and only a small pile of 
rubbie and twisted girders marks, the 
spot where many a great debate has 
taken place, Yet, strangely cnough, 
the rooms around it are almost un- 
touched, 


St, Paul’s and Wesminster Abbey ' 


It seems impossible that St, Paul’s 
Cathedral should have survived when 
all the area behind it is bare and 
dreary, I visited the cathedral and 
found only one’ large hole in the 
roof, made by a high explosive bomb 


that shattered the altar beneath.

BLAZING PARCEL IN P.O, 
ENDANGERS SOLDIERS’ MAIL 
— ' 
Notwithstanding the repeated 
warnings of the Canadian Post Office 
Department against sending matches, | 
| lighter-fluid or any other inflam- 
mable substance through the mails,; 
a fresh case of a parcel bursting into 
flames at the Base Post Office, Ot- 
tawa, has just been reported to Hon- 
ourable William P, Mulock, K.C.,, 
Postmaster General, by Canadian 
Postal Corps authorities. 

A few days ago when a bag of 
ordinary parce] post was being emp-' 
tied, one of the parcels burst into 
flames. Examination of the package 
revealed that among its contents 
were six’ boxes of matches, one of 
which had become ignited and caused 
the fire. Such a blaze might easily 
have resulted in huge loss to the 
other mails, and to tthe premises, | 
while had it occurred when the bags) 
were stowed away deep in the hold 
of a mail steamer the outbreak could 
have caused the loss of the ship and 
of the valuable cargo, not to men. 
tion injury and loss of life to the’ 
heroic personnel who are risking | 
their lives ta get the arms, supplies 
and mails safely overseas in the face| 
of constant danger from hostile sub- 
marines, aircraft and surface raiders.
